Check the HV power supply and some relays in that path. I don't have the 
T-195 manual in front of me to give you the reference numbers. (HV should be 
1000V DC). 

Measure carefully, with the transmitter out of the case and interlock switch 
closed. BTW the power supply could be either a dynamotor or a solid-state 
inverter, depending on the revision of the transmitter, but they're 100% 
interchangeable.

Also, there is (should 
be) a coax jumper between the exciter output and the final input, which is 
used when the transmitter is operated in the straight - through CW or AM 
mode, without the FSK RTTY adaptor, which connects between the exciter 
output and the final input.

> I have a T-195 transmitter that has low ouput....only 


> a few watts. The PA cathode current is only 100 ma. 
Grid current appears to be normal, about mid-scale. 
I am running it into a 50-ohm dummy load and the 
automatic loading mechanism seems to work, that 

is, the variable coils and caps move and the red 
tuning indicator finally comes on. I have tried a 
new final amp tube as well as swapping out the 
entire final amp assembly with a depot refurbed one 
with no change in the situation. If anyone can offer 
suggestions as to how to further troubleshoot the 
situation, please let me know.
